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Council and SHA Staff Explore 


Road Construction and Signals 


The Greenbelt City Council 
worksession with the State High- 
way Administration (SHA) on 
Wednesday, February 8 began 
with desserts in honor of the re- 
tirement of Charlie Watkins, the 
District 3 engineer. Watkins has 
held this position in District 3, 
which comprises Prince George’s 
and Montgomery Counties, for 10 
years. Mayor Judith Davis, not- 
ing Watkins’ “open mind,” 
thanked him for his “great work- 
ing relationship” with the city. 
Watkins responded that the city’s 
administration had been most 
willing to work as partners with 
SHA. 

Attended also by City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin, Assis- 
tant City Manager David Moran, 
the entire city council and Assis- 
tant District 3 Engineer Lee 
Starkloff, the yearly stakeholder 
meeting proceeded with an 
agenda of seven items. 

First was the status of the pi- 
lot pedestrian countdown signal 
scheduled for the intersection of 
Greenbelt Road and Hanover 
Parkway. Such a signal makes 
it clearer to pedestrians whether 
to walk or wait before attempting 
to cross the intersection. 

Watkins confirmed that the 
signal was scheduled but that 
with nearly 100 such signals ap- 
proved statewide for high-den- 
sity areas and a shortage of con-

tractors to install them, there was 
a nine- to 12-month turnaround 
time. 

Davis pointed out that the 
need for this signal was higher 
than ever as the opening of the 
new post office will increase pe- 
destrian traffic in this intersec- 
tion. Starkloff said he would 
look into rushing the installa- 
tion, which would then take only 
four months. 

The second request concerned 
a plan to patch or resurface the 
areas of Greenbelt Road where 
asphalt has peeled, especially in 
front of Greenway Center, which, 
as Davis noted, made for danger- 
ous conditions in winter. 

Starkloff answered that these 
improvements are scheduled for 
the Fiscal Year 2007 budget and 
that he will have this area ad- 
dressed first; in the interim he 
will check this area. He noted 
the difficulty of making repairs 
to this part of Greenbelt Road 
because of its high volume of 
traffic. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts noted an area near the 
Golden Triangle where a similar 
peeling situation exists. 
Starkloff agreed to look into it. 

Confusing Sign 

A “No Right Turn” sign on 
Greenbelt Road just before the 
entrance to Greenway Center 
from the west, obviously de- 


signed to prevent proceeding 
onto the exit ramp of the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway, seems 
to imply that a driver cannot 
make a right turn into Greenway 
Center and has caused some con- 
fusion. 

Starkloff said the sign had 
not been installed by SHA; it 
may have been erected after a 
wrong-way driving event. He 
promised to have it removed in 
four to five weeks. 

A sidewalk for the south side 
of Greenbelt Road from South- 
way east to the bridge and a 
crosswalk for that location was 
the next item of discussion. 
Davis noted that several years 
ago this project was to have 
been part of a neighborhood 
conservation project that was 
later shelved. Two pedestrians 
have been killed walking be- 
tween Southway and Greenway 
Center, she said. 

Starkloff discussed difficulties 
with locating such a sidewalk in 
an area with a steep drop-off. 
An easement would be required, 
he said, to erect a retaining wall 
first, but that he would have a 
consultant research the area. 

Watkins added that under the 
“unique circumstances” he would 
check alternate methods. 

In response to the question of

Principals of Greenbelt Schools 


Discuss Their Concerns, 


The Advisory Committee on 
Education (ACE) held its annual 
meeting with school principals 
on January 30. ALMl local 
schools, except for St. Hugh’s, 
were represented by the principal 
or vice principal. The ACE 
members welcomed the visitors 
and described some of the objec- 
tives of the committee, including 
helping schools meet their goals 
and trying to address issues and 
concerns. 

The committee described how 
they had helped solve some 
school problems that had been 
brought up in the past. Several 
school crosswalks were added or 
improved. The turn lanes on 
Greenbelt Road were widened 
and light timings lengthened to 
improve access to Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School (ERHS). 
Presently the committee is meet- 
ing with the owners of Spring-hill 
Lake and county staff to try to 
ensure the best outcome for new 
schools in Greenbelt West. 

Each school representative 
spoke in turn, bringing the ACE 
members up to date on activities 
and issues.

Greenbelt Middle 

Judy Austin, principal of 
Greenbelt Middle School (GMS), 
described how her school is 
“bursting at the seams” now 
that it is accommodating the 
Springhill Lake Elementary School 
sixth grade. GMS has 950 stu- 
dents and is using all of its 
space. Austin said that she is 
expecting boundary changes to 
be announced for her students 
who will be graduating but 
doesn’t know when she will hear. 
ERHS staff want to visit to meet 
their potential students but it is 
uncertain which ones will go to 
ERHS next year. (Middle school 
students living within Greenbelt 
city limits will go to ERHS.) 

Austin indicated that about 
40 percent of her students live in 
Greenbelt; there are, however, 15 
feeder schools leading to 
Greenbelt Middle including 
Springhill Lake, Greenbelt, Mag- 
nolia and Berwyn Heights el- 
ementary schools. She was dis- 
couraged that nothing has been 
happening regarding the new 
GMS. She commented that the 
wiring is so old it is not “as ac-

cessible to new technology.” It 
was brought up that the middle 
school seems to have disap- 
peared from the list of school 
projects for next year. ACE mem- 
bers are trying to get clarifica- 
tion from School Board Member 
Jose Morales. 
Springhill Lake 

Linda Sherwood, principal at 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School (SHLES), commented that 
her school is full even though 
the sixth grade has moved. And 
enrollment is down to 650 stu- 
dents including 130 in special 
education. The school has lost 
100 students since August. Her 
understanding is that Springhill 
Lake apartment management is 
not renting apartments as they 
are vacated. 

SHLES has the largest Head 
Start program in the county but 
there is no room at the school 
so it is housed in a separate lo- 
cation. The students are ages 3 
to 6, but with the constant move- 
ment of families, the children who 
are getting the early assistance

New Post Office Building, 
Triple In Size, to Open Soon

Depending on weather and 
last minute construction and 
equipment delays, the new U.S. 
Post Office in Greenbelt is now 
expected to open its doors for 
business late this month or early 
March. A grand opening cer- 
emony is tentatively scheduled in 
the spring. 

Meanwhile the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice (USPS) Marketing Department 
is preparing a letter to announce a 
firm opening date, along with spe- 
cific details about the new 20,364 
square foot, $7.2 million post office 
which is reported to be triple the 
size of the existing Roosevelt Cen- 
ter facility. This letter will be sent 
to Greenbelt residents and others in 
the 20770 zone prior to its opening. 

Located on a five-acre tract in 
Greenbelt East at the intersection 
of Hanover Parkway and Ora Glen 
Drive, this was considered the 
preferred site for the large facility. 

However, the hunt for a new 
post office in the city started de- 
cades ago and inched along like a 


snail, starting about 1954 when 
the Greenbelt Post Office was 
then located in the space later 
occupied by the pizza-sub shop 
and Twin Pines Savings and 
Loan Association. At that time 
the postmaster estimated post of- 
fice needs at 1,500 square feet. 
(By 1964 the estimate had risen to 
3,500 square feet.) 

As the decades rolled by the 
amount of required square feet 
increased. The city’s population 
was growing and the addition of 
the Goddard Space Flight Center 
and other routes to the 20770 
zone impacted the existing facil- 
ity. A myriad of sites were ex- 
amined, such as the 1.39-acre 
tract owned by Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. at the corner of Parkway and 
Crescent Road, the former Candy 
Cane City playground site across 
the parking lot from the current 
post office and the area between 
the Professional Building and the

County Council Requests 
More Study Time on [CC

Thomas E. Dernoga, chair of 
the Prince George’s County 
Council, requested that the pub- 
lic comment period dealing with 
the Final Environmental Impact 
Statement (FEIS) for the Inter- 
county Connector (ICC) be ex- 
tended from 45 to 90 days in a 
February 8 letter to Nelson 
Castellanos, administrator of the 
Federal Highway Administration 
(FHWA) and Neil J. Pedersen, ad- 
ministrator of the Maryland State 
Highway Administration (SHA). 
This extension would “ensure a 
full and detailed review of the 
FEIS,” he said. 

Dernoga’s appeal was based 
on SHA’s briefing before the 
county council’s Transportation, 
Housing and Environment Com- 
mittee on January 26, 2006. 
Dernoga explained, “Although 
the briefing was very detailed 
and informative, several issues 
were raised by my colleagues 


which require the council to re- 
convene in staff worksessions to 
review the issue and responses.” 

Dernoga invited the SHA staff 
to participate in these sessions, 
noting that final official com- 
ments from the county council 
will then be submitted at the 
conclusions of further briefings. 

The Prince George’s County 
Council has been concerned 
with the ICC’s potential impact 
and has opposed the selection of 
Corridor One as the preferred 
route. At the January 26 briefing 
the county council requested fur- 
ther clarification “on issues rela- 
tive to the FEIS.” 

The FEIS is a key milestone in 
the project-planning stage of the 
ICC. A 2,700 page document, 
plus technical reports, was 
signed by the FHWA, marking 
the start of a 45-day period for

Post Office/Access 


I found it interesting that the 
letter from city council in last 
week’s paper said that my claims 
of inadequate access to the new 
post office was inaccurate, con- 
sidering that my claim was 
sparked by Councilmember 
Herling’s original statement in the 
official minutes of the May 10, 
2004, meeting: “He [Herling] said 
there would need to be an effec- 
tive level of public transportation 
to make a facility in Greenbelt 
East accessible.” 

I’m wondering what has been 
done since that meeting that now 
satisfies Mr. Herling, other than 
the sidewalks the post office is 
building? Those sidewalks do 
not mitigate the long-standing 
need for the city to extend side- 
walks continuously on both sides 
of Hanover Parkway, from Green- 
belt Road to Good Luck Road. 

As far as constructive criti- 
cism, I think that’s what my call 
for accessibility to the post office 
and Greenway Center is. I 
couldn’t impose on the News Re- 
view any more than 800 words so 
I couldn’t add other constructive 
suggestions, such as retaining the 
Federal Express, UPS and postal 
boxes outside the old post office. 
And publicizing the fact that 
anyone can mail a small package 
in the FedEx box simply by using 
the envelope provided in the box. 
All you have to do is write your 
credit card number on the enve- 
lope, you don’t need to know the 
package weight. FedEx charges 
about $7 to ship an envelope. 

Rate information for FedEx, 
UPS and the U.S. Postal Service 


is online. 

I might have added my sug- 
gestion that the post office create 
a similar drop-off box for their 
Priority Mail, which would allow 
us to mail larger packages at a 
lower cost, provided they too ac- 
cept a credit card number as pay- 
ment. The post office has flat 
rates of $4.05 and $8.10 for ship- 
ping their envelopes and boxes re- 
spectively. 

But I’m not sure that would 
be worth publicizing because it 
would raise citizen hopes for 
what is really a pipe dream.

Proposed U.S. Budget 
Would Cut BARC 


Congressman Steny Hoyer 
criticized President Bush’s Fiscal 
Year 2007 budget proposal for 
cutting over $9 million from the 
Beltsville Agriculture Research 
Center (BARC), including the 
closure of two BARC labs criti- 
cal to improved fruit production 
and vital to understanding the 
nutritional value of fruits and 
vegetables. 

The President’s budget pro- 
posal would close both the 
Phytonutrients and Fruit labs — 
terminating critical research 
projects and impacting 43 indi- 
viduals. The Phytonutrients 
Labratory focuses on biologically 
active compounds found in fruits 
and vegetables believed to have 
a protective effect against heart 
disease and cancer. The research 
undertaken at the lab will enable 
BARC scientists to make recom- 
mendations for diet to help sup- 
port health in the American popu- 
lation. 

The Fruit Laboratory is criti- 
cally important to small fruit grow- 
ers and consumers on the East 
Coast, all the way from Canada to 
the Southern States. Among 
other things the laboratory devel- 
ops small fruit varieties with su- 
perior qualities and improves 
overall fruit production traits. 

The President’s budget also 
eliminates funds for a number of 
important research programs cur- 
rently underway at BARC.

Space Increases 


“It appears that the city will 
receive approximately $550,000 
in Program Open Space (POS) 
funds, well over historical fig- 
ures,” according to City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin. This allo- 
cation would be three times the 
highest amount of recent years. 

“However, it comes with a 
big string attached,” McLaughlin 
remarked, as Governor Ehrlich 
wants a plan for how the money 
will be encumbered between July 
1 and the gubernatorial election. 
The city has been asked to pro- 
vide the Maryland-National Capi- 
tal Parks and Planning Commis- 
sion staff with a list of projects 
by February 28 to demonstrate 
“How we plan to encumber at 
least $550,000 in POS funds in 
FY0O7,” stated McLaughlin.

whether a decorative fence would 
prevent people from crossing 
Greenbelt Road where it is dan- 
gerous, Starkloff answered that 
historically this approach does 
not work; pedestrians cross 
wherever it is easiest. 
Backups for Lights 

Davis then asked about the 
availability of battery backups 
for traffic lights in the event of 
power failure. This is a new is- 
sue for SHA, Watkins answered, 
and is of particular interest since 
the recent tragic accident on 
Route 175 at a “dark” intersec- 
tion in which there was a teen- 
aged fatality. Little data exists 
showing accidents at “dark” in- 
tersections; such an accident is 
“highly unlikely.’ He explained 
SHA’s policy that local police 
must monitor the intersection un- 
til an SHA technician arrives, 
usually within an hour. 

Although a battery backup 
can last for seven or eight hours, 
the cost is $25,000 to $30,000 
per intersection. Much of this 
cost les in first changing the 
bulbs in the lights to LED dis- 
plays. Therefore, complex inter- 
sections such as those with mul- 
tiple turn lanes would be the 
first to have a battery backup in- 
stalled. Some battery backup 
systems run on propane, causing 
a danger if an accident occurs at 
the intersection. Starkloff stated 
that the issue had “more ques- 
tions than answers” at this time 
and Watkins opined that money 
would be better spent on increas- 
ing the number of technicians. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
asked if air quality concerns war- 
ranted changing all the lights to 
LED display and the answer was 
that this change will be made at 
the rate of several hundred per 
year. 

Road Projects 

Davis next asked about 
scheduled projects along Green- 
belt Road or Kenilworth Avenue/ 
Edmonston Road. Watkins re- 
plied that work at the intersection 
of Cherrywood Lane and 
Kenilworth Avenue will proceed in 
the spring. The Greenbelt Road- 
Hanover Parkway intersection is 
slated for an additional turn lane

Co-op Supermarket. Developers 
owning land in Greenbelt tossed 
in some of their vacant acreage 
for consideration as well. 

As city council members 
noted last week in their letter to 
the editor, “From the very begin- 
ning of the process, we made it 
clear that we expected the postal 
service to retain service in 
Roosevelt Center. Representa- 
tives from the postal service un- 
derstood this position and were 
supportive of it. It was only in 
the last two years that the finan- 
cial difficulties facing the postal 
service forced it to pull back 
from making continued service 
in Roosevelt Center a reality.” 

Staff Transfer 

Luvenia Hyson of the postal 
service’s communications divi- 
sion told the News Review that 
the entire staff from the existing 
post office in Roosevelt Center, 
including the acting postmaster, 
will be working in the new facil- 
ity on opening day. Reportedly, 
at that time, the Roosevelt Cen- 
ter post office will close. 

Hyson pointed out that 29 
spaces for customers and two 
handicapped spaces will be 
available in a separate parking 
lot. Customers will enter from 


for traffic going west on 
Greenbelt Road. 

He also referred to improve- 
ments to the ramp leading from 
the inner loop of the Beltway 
onto Kenilworth Avenue, which 
will bring traffic to a stop by re- 
moving the merge lane. This 
area will be landscaped and 
maintained by SHA and receive a 
“gateway sign” welcoming driv- 
ers to Prince George’s County. 

Work at the Goddard Space 
Flight Center entrance at Good 
Luck Road will start in the 
spring, as Goddard now has a 
permit to begin construction. At 
the intersection of Cherrywood 
Lane at Greenbelt Road, the 
owner of Beltway Plaza has 
agreed to give up property in or- 
der to construct a sidewalk. 

Signal Needed 

Davis requested a traffic sig- 
nal for the intersection of Frank- 
fort Drive and Greenbelt Road, 
stating she was aware that this 
project was on hold. She was 
asking again, she said, since a 
pedestrian was recently struck in 
that intersection. 

Starkloff replied that circum- 
stances at this intersection indi- 
cate that a signal should be in- 
stalled — limited sight, high 
speed, presence of a school and 
one road as a major artery. 
There is a study in progress, he 
said, which will look at traffic 
patterns and crash data. In the 
meantime SHA has asked for po- 
lice enforcement in the area. 

He warned, however, that if a 
signal were to be placed there, 
the interruption of the traffic 
flow could create unforeseen 
problems. Starkloff explained 
that a signal will only correct 
angular collisions, which ex- 
cludes sideswipes and rear-end 
collisions. Sixty-five percent of 
all collisions are the rear-end 
type, he said, which may be 
caused by the traffic signal itself. 

Roberts asked if there were 
funds for noise walls along the 
Beltway, particularly should the 
Beltway be expanded. It was 
suggested that he pursue the 
matter with elected officials. 
Roberts said he would place the 
request on the legislative agenda. 


the parking lot off of Ora Glen 
Drive to the post office building’s 
main entrance, which leads into 
the lobby where the retail store 
will be located. 

There will be three windows, 
which will operate “more or less 
on a full service basis,” and 
some 3,000 post office boxes. 
The number of personnel serving 
this operation will depend on 
“customer traffic,’ Hyson said. 

The postal service’s mail and 
delivery trucks and employee 
cars will park in a separate com- 
pound surrounded by a fence.

Upon completion of the public 
comment period on February 27 
(unless the deadline is extended), 
the FHWA will analyze all com- 
ments and issue a Record of De- 
cision. This will be the final de- 
termination among the three study 
alternatives: Corridor One or the 
preferred alignment (the southern- 
most of the two proposed corri- 
dors, also known as the Master 
Plan route), Corridor Two (the 
northern corridor) and the “no 
build” option. 

The preferred ICC route is a 
six-lane, multi-modal, 18-mile 
highway connecting existing and 
planned development areas be- 
tween [-270 in central Montgom- 
ery County and the I-95/US1 cor- 
ridor in northwestern Prince 
George’s County. Both the draft 
and final statements have included 
toll estimates for ICC commuters. 
According to the SHA, the pre- 
ferred ICC route is expected to 
cost $2.4 billion (plus financing 
costs). 

Emphasizing that he was 
speaking only for the SHA, David 
Buck, the administration’s spokes- 
person, told the News Review 
there would be no further exten- 
sions for gaining public input. 

The FHWA is expected to re- 
spond within a week. Buck 
noted that the Final Environmen- 
tal Impact Statement and techni- 
cal reports have been available 
on the Internet for viewing and 
downloading at www.iccstudy.org. 
A response from the FHWA should 
be available soon. 

History 

The ICC has been planned for 
approximately five decades. In 
1950 the National Capital Plan- 
ning Commission proposed an 
outer circumferential freeway or 
Outer Beltway. However, in 1968 
Montgomery County dropped the 
Outer Beltway Alignment and re- 
tained the current ICC Master 
Plan Alignment. 

Then in a joint decision in 
1975, Montgomery County and 
Prince George’s County dropped 
the Outer Beltway concept but 
kept the portion between I-270 
and I-95 as the ICC. 

Between 1979 and 1999 the 
SHA conducted two project plan- 
ning studies for the ICC. Draft 
Environment Impact Statements 
during this period were submitted 
in 1983 and in 1987 when the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
expressed concern about the 
project, especially the Master Plan 
Alignment. Also the first study 
did not adequately identify alterna- 
tives to the preferred alignment. 

A 1977 study, which analyzed 
five alternatives, was halted in 
1999 by then-Maryland Governor 
Parris Glendening, “due to detri- 
mental environmental impacts.” 

The SHA initiated the current 
project planning study in 2003 at 
the request of Governor Robert 
Ehrlich.

Local Group Meets Weekly 
For Knitting for Charity

Walk down the hall at the 
Community Center on a Friday 
morning and the babel of voices 
and laughter will lead you to 
city's Recreation Department “Knit 
for Charity” class. You'll find 15 
or 20 women of all ages and all 
levels of expertise chatting away 
while turning out baby caps and 
booties, socks, blankets, hats and 
scarves for children and grownups 
— all manner of items, in many dif- 
ferent colors and designs — which 
are given to charities in the area. 

The project started in January 
2005 as the brainchild of the 
city’s Therapeutic Recreation Di- 
rector Karen Haseley. Haseley, 
an accomplished craftswoman her- 
self, had been given a large 
amount of yarn of all kinds and 
colors. So she added a crochet- 
ing class and a knitting class that 
semester to the offerings in her 
catalog of Community Center 
classes with a stipulation that the 
participants use the donated yarn. 

Soon the crocheting group, 
led by Bill Souser and knitting 
group across the hall led by Eve 
Gresser were producing colorful 
one-foot squares, some plain, 
some in more fancy patterns, 
which were sewn together to 
make eight or more beautiful 
afghans. One was raffled off by 
the Golden Age Club. The oth- 
ers were donated to the senior 
daycare center and other local 
programs. 

When the crocheting group 
discontinued for the summer, a 
few members drifted across the 
hall to join the knitting class. 
Soon Gresser found that the class 
had produced a large number of 
“preemie” hats and washcloths, 
simple patterns she had sug- 
gested for her beginning knitters. 
That summer she took the knitted 
items to St. Ann’s Infant Home 
where they were received with 
enthusiasm and gratitude. 

“Bring us all you can make,” 
they said. 

Since then the knitting class 
has been offered each season 
and Gresser has donated items 
not only to St. Ann’s but to 
Prince George’s Hospital Center, 
the Greenbelt Day Care Center, 
the Greenbelt Brown Bag pro- 
gram, the Community Ministry 
of Prince George’s County and 
the Salvation Army. 

The name of the class has 
been changed officially to “Knit 
for Charity.’ As of this January, 


464 items made by the class have 
been donated to charities. 

About half of the knitters live 
in Greenbelt; others come from 
surrounding areas. Some are 
brand-new beginners, others ex- 
perienced knitters. Some learned 
at their grandmother’s knee but 
hadn’t knitted since then. 

Gresser encourages her class 
members to get to know each 
other and has even made up 
little place cards with each 
knitter’s name. The current class 
has three Kathys and two 
Marys. At the beginning of class 
each one says his or her name 
and shows what they’ve been 
working on. “Show and tell,” 
one woman called it. 

“T finally finished my socks,” 
said JoAnn as she waved them in 
the air. A spontaneous burst of 
applause ensued. “But one’s a 
little bit larger than the other,” 
she said. “Don’t worry,” piped 
up one of the Kathys from the 
next table; “you can knit another 
pair just like them.” 

New Ideas 

The “show and tell” results in 
new ideas for projects, one 
member explaining her pattern to 
another and more experienced 
knitters showing others how to 
do things. Gresser is pleased 
that some of her beginners have 
gone on to produce scarves in 
fancy patterns, “basket weave” 
and “fan and feathers,” for in- 
stance and have mastered more 
advanced procedures such as 
knitting socks on four needles. 

But, “It isn’t school,” she 
says. “You don’t get marked 
down if you miss a class or didn’t 
accomplish anything this week.” 

She just asks that her stu- 
dents use up the donated yarn 
and know that she will be giving 
their completed work to people 
who really need it and appreciate 
it. The heart-warming letters she 
has received from those charities 
are the proof. 

The knitting class, which be- 
gan with seven members, now 
has 22. The current class is full. 
Registration for the next class, 
which begins March 31, will be- 
gin at the end of February for 
residents and March 8 for non- 
residents. 

Gresser is also a News Review 
staff member. Souser has been a 
longtime member of the Golden 
Age Club, serving as president 
and in other capacities.

Adaptable Equipment 
Applications Accepted 


This week the new Greenbelt 
Assistance in Living (GAIL) 
Adaptable Equipment Program 
has begun accepting applica- 
tions.

Homes, Inc. to offer Greenbelt 
residents assistance in receiving 
adaptable equipment for their 
homes. 

This new program will offer 
seniors and disabled residents a 
choice of two items from the fol- 
lowing list: non-skid bath mat, 
toilet safety frame, raised toilet 
seat, handheld shower, tub grip 
bar, smoke detector, shower chair 
or shower transfer bench. 

Items will be delivered and 
installed by community partners 
although participants also have 
the option of installing items 
themselves. 

Other residents will pay 
based on a sliding scale in 25 
percent increments. For ex- 
ample: Residents with income 
of up to 25 percent above the 
poverty line will receive items 
at 25 percent of the full cost. 
Residents with income 50 per- 
cent above the guidelines will 
receive the items at 50 percent 
of the cost. New federal poverty 
guidelines went into effect Feb- 
ruary l. 

Applicants must be residents 
of incorporated Greenbelt, be 
disabled adults or seniors 60 
years of age or older and require 
the two items selected to help 
maintain their independence. 
Applicants will be required to 
show proof of gross income, 
bank statements and residency. 
Assets may not be greater than 
$15,000 for a couple or $10,000 
for individuals. Assets do not 
include one’s residence or auto- 
mobile.

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Greenbelt Museum Lecture 
Brings Back Memories

John Dewey is more than a 
name to me. Not that I ever met 
him. But his eminence still lin- 
gered at the University of Michi- 
gan in Ann Arbor, where I grew 
up, and where he had taught for 
five years early in the 20th cen- 
tury. At the University of Chi- 
cago, where I took my last gradu- 
ate degree and where he had also 
taught, he established the famous 
Lab School for young children 
that our very own News Review 
editor attended. Progressive Edu- 
cation, the concept that he origi- 
nated, seems to have permeated 
my life. 

So of course I was interested 
in the Greenbelt Museum lecture 
on Tuesday, January 24 by Owen 
Lourie, about “Greenbelt’s con- 
nection to the progressive educa- 
tion movement” in what the ad- 
vertisement called “the early 20th 
Century.” The provocative title 
was “How Mike Mulligan and his 
Steam Shovel Built Greenbelt.” 

Well, not exactly. 

Some of the books Lourie 
talked about were published 
about the time Greenbelt was un- 
der construction or first filling up 
with residents. The books dealt 
with such things as steam shovels 
and little dogs — not with fairy 
tales, as Lourie characterized the 
earlier books for children. But 
the shovels and animals were 
talking characters, it seems. How 
real is that! 

Yet I never heard of these 
books. I was already grown up, 
long past children’s books and, in 
a couple of those years, serving 
overseas. 

But more about that later. 

On the other hand, I have 
vivid memories of what progres- 
sive education was all about. I 
spent first grade in a small Michi- 
gan town where we sat in severe 
rows with seats affixed to the 
floor. No one moved around. 
So when our family went to Ann 
Arbor the next year, I was pleas- 
antly surprised to discover that in 
the new school we sat in little 
chairs at small tables that could 
be moved about in various ways. 
I didn’t know I was taking part in 
a new theory of education but I 
can testify that it worked. 

I can still feel my excitement 
when we undertook to make a 
zoo. Each of us chose an animal, 
which we created out of card- 
board, with two sides that were 
hinged together at the top. Mine 
was a zebra. It stood about a 
foot high, as I remember, and I 
painted it with poster paint. 

Then we dictated sentences 
about our animals. Our teacher 
wrote them on the board and we 
made a kind of original book 
about what we had created. We 


soaked up all kinds of information 
about our animals — and of 
course we were reading our own 
words and building vocabulary. 

The project ended with a zoo 
parade, led by the biggest boy in 
the class. (I now realize that Sal- 
vador, a Mexican child, must 
have been held back in school 
because English was for him a 
second language. To us, his very 
size gave him pride of place.) 

In 7th or 8th grade at Univer- 
sity High School, our two social 
studies classes had another memo- 
rable project. My class, using a 
large tray that covered two of our 
class tables and was filled with 
dirt, created a northern forest 
scene with log cabins and a 
nearby Indian village. The after- 
noon class, in the same way, de- 
veloped a Southern plantation — 
a kind of toy Mount Vernon. 

The projects took some time 
and each group followed with 
enthusiasm the developing 
progress of their own and the oth- 
ers’ scene. The projects made 
memorable what we were simulta- 
neously learning in our textbook. 
In true Dewey fashion, we were 
learning by doing. 

Now fast-forward to 1945 in 
the Philippines, where I was work- 
ing with the armed forces in club 
recreation with the American Na- 
tional Red Cross. On a weekend 
day-off — the first in perhaps a 
month — I went with a group of 
soldiers to visit a rest-leave site in 
a palm grove near the ocean, a 
place with beautiful sandy 
beaches. We had been swimming 
but had come ashore as the sun 
was setting. 

An outrigger canoe with a 
group of fishermen was also com- 
ing into shore. They were bare 
from above the waist and certainly 
looked native and unschooled. 
Pulling the boat up to shore was 
a struggle and on impulse several 
of us walked over to help them. 
I had learned a few words of Ta- 
galog, the dialect of that portion 
of Luzon Island, and greeted 
them in their own language. 

After the boat was secured, 
one of the fishermen turned to me 
and in perfect English, said, “Do 
you know much _ Tagalog?” 
When I demurred, he introduced 
himself as the principal of a 
nearby high school and went on 
to ask if I “liked it here.” 

And of course I answered yes, 
then went on to say how much I 
was learning in this new environ- 
ment. 

“Yes,” said the fisherman, “as 
your great John Dewey says, “Edu- 
cation is living.”

don’t necessarily come to her el- 
ementary school. 

The committee asked Sher- 
wood about estimates of chil- 
dren in the planned develop- 
ments. She indicated that she 
is involved with curriculum; she 
is not the person who is esti- 
mating the numbers of students. 
She does hope to have a 
school large enough to house 
the Head Start program. 
Sherwood’s wish is to have one 
school from pre K to 8th grade 
all in one building and incorpo- 
rate the Greenbelt West and 
Berwyn Heights communities. 
She expressed concern about 
where the students would be 
housed during construction of a 
new school. 

Greenbelt Elementary 

Cassandra Edwards, vice 
principal at Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School (GES), is in her first 
year at the school. She indi- 
cated that the school has 550 
students. The school is looking 
for volunteers to help in the 
cafeteria and on the playground 
at lunchtime. Perhaps because 
many of the ACE members are 
very familiar with GES, there 
was little discussion of the 
school. 

Magnolia 

Mary Ford is the assistant 
principal at Magnolia Elemen- 
tary School. She has some 
Greenbelt students in her 
school. She indicated that 
they have 460 students and are 
using all of their space. Ford 
commented on the “nice diver- 
sity” of her students but indi- 
cated that some families just 
“leave the country for a while” 


to visit their homeland and 
don’t even tell the school. She 
is working on this issue with 
foreign parents. 

Ford indicated that Magnolia 
has a need for paid recess 
monitors for three hours a day. 
The pay may be approximately 
$8.80 an hour. She commented 
that volunteerism in the school 
is up. She cited a successful 
PTA fund raiser where students 
donate $2 for the chance to 
wear no uniform to school for a 
day. (Magnolia and Springhill 
Lake students wear uniforms.) 
Ford says that she has to keep 
an eye out for high school stu- 
dents who sometimes hang 
around the school. She isn’t 
sure if they are from Duval or 
ERHS. ERHS principal Sylvester 
Conyers told Ford to notify him 
immediately if she thinks his 
students are hanging around. 

Magnolia had a break-in this 
year which has never happened 
before. Sherwood then men- 
tioned that Springhill Lake has 
had a rash of graffiti this year 
but little crime. The conversa- 
tion moved to children being 
dropped off at school before 
the school is even open. At 
Magnolia and Springhill Lake, 
some parents drop their children 
off very early even though they 
know they will be standing out- 
side. Conyers indicated that 
they have kids arriving at 6:30 
a.m. and staying past 6:30 p.m. 
“We’re not a community cen- 
ter.” This is apparently an is- 
sue at many schools. Some 
mentioned a lability if they let 
the children in before there is 
proper supervision.

ERHS 

Conyers then presented his 
update on ERHS. At 2,900 stu- 
dents, it’s the second largest 
school in the state. Both 
Bowie and Flowers high schools 
are approaching ERHS in size. 
Conyers continued, “Size is not 
an issue for us. Consistent 
quality education is our main 
concern.” Parents are con- 
cerned about the size but the 
students are not. They are 
used to crowded halls and caf- 
eterias. 

Conyers thanked Greenbelt 
for the police presence in the 
school. There have been some 
break-ins at the temporary 
classrooms, which now number 
21. Graffiti also. He said there 
has never been as much as 
now. He doesn’t think it’s gang 
related, but is not sure. He 
feels that conflicts seem to oc- 
cur between students from one 
housing community versus an- 
other. 

Boundary changes should 
not affect ERHS this year. 
There are also no planned 
changes to the science and 
technology program. 

Attendance is closely moni- 
tored by the state and atten- 
dance is a problem even at 
ERHS. Overall attendance must 
be 94 percent or higher. 
Conyers said that parents al- 
ways have a reason why their 
kids should have an exception. 
He needs excused absences to 
be equitable and does not want 
them based on academics. The 
students need to be account- 
able and come to school. 

Conyers indicated that it is 





important for ERHS to know 
what students are learning and 
how they are learning in both 
elementary and middle school. 
Schools can’t compartmentalize; 
teachers at the lower levels 
must be concerned about how 
their students will do once they 
reach high school. In a general 
discussion that followed, Ford men- 
tioned that at Magnolia, students 
are reminded every morning that 
“This is a new opportunity to 
make a right choice.” Edwards ap- 
plauded the ERHS students (“ex- 
cellent girls”) who are learning and 
helping in the GES early childhood 
classes. Conyers reminded the 
ACE members that ERHS is a great 
draw to Greenbelt. He’ll have an 
open house for next year’s parents 
in the spring. Parents come by 
the school all summer — parents 
who want to know what areas to 
live in to be within the ERHS 
boundary.

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GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


Weekend Snowfall Elicits Varied Response —

Last weekend’s snowfall left 
Greenbelt covered with eight to 10 
inches of wet snow. City snow 
removal crews managed to keep 
up with the snowfall and kept 
streets opened to traffic. The 
more serious problem was damage 
to trees and shrubs. The heavy 
snow accumulated, weighing 
branches down, causing young 
trees and smaller shrubs to bend 
over and causing larger trees, par- 
ticularly older pines, to fall over 
or lose their limbs. 

Five trees fell onto Crescent 
Road according to Gene Diest, 
Public Works street maintenance 
Supervisor. One of these trees 
brought down power lines with it 
causing power outages in the 
North End of the central part of 
the city. A large tree limb on 
Northway near Hillside Road also 
brought down power lines. Power 
was out from around 2 a.m. until 
6 to 8 p.m. on Sunday, February 
12. Public Works crews managed 
to move some of the obstruction 
off the roadway using a front end 
loader but could not fully clear it 
until PEPCO crews removed the 
live wires on the ground. 

The most serious treefall oc- 
curred on Kenilworth Avenue just 
north of Good Luck Road where 
a tree on the west side of the 
road fell into the southbound 
lane on top of a car containing 
two women. Diest said the city’s 
front end loader was requested by 
city police to help extricate the 
women but they were freed before 
it got there. The women were not 
injured, Diest said. 

Another Crescent Road tree 
fell on a parked Toyota Camry 
just north of the southern intersec- 
tion of Parkway with Crescent. 
That tree caved in the entire roof 
of the vehicle. 

At 46 Court Ridge Road, a 
resident reported that a tree fell on 
a power line, knocking a power 
pole awry and causing power there 
to be out until PEPCO crews re- 
stored it at 9:30 p.m. Sunday 
evening. A fallen pine tree was 
also reported at the 50 court of 
Ridge. 

Another large tree fell across 
the driveway at Greenbelt Com- 
munity Church at the corner of 
Hillside and Crescent Roads. For- 
tunately there were no vehicles 
parked there and services were 
cancelled on Sunday due to the 
weather. 

Diest said that crews worked 
from 3 p.m. Saturday until 4 p.m. 
Sunday. There were 13 crew mem- 
bers operating snow plows, eight 
shoveling sidewalks and three us- 
ing small tractors with plows. 

Power was also knocked out at 
the Public Works maintenance fa- 
cility. An emergency generator 
had to be hooked up to provide 
power for the gasoline and diesel 
fuel pumps in order for the snow 
removal equipment to be refueled. 

Diest has over 40 years’ expe- 
rience with city snow removal. 
As a young boy he often rode 
with his father Ralph as he plowed 
snow on city streets. He recalled 
that he would ride on the passen- 
ger seat sitting on a phone book 
so that he could see out. Henry 
Thurston would be in the back of 
the truck shoveling salt out onto 
the street; no fancy salt spreaders 
back then. Upon completing high 
school Diest joined the Public 
Works Department and has been 
with the city ever since.

City Information 


The City’s Role 
In Development Review 


This article is the fourth in a series to ensure that Greenbelt 
residents are aware of the development and redevelopment pro- 
posals being considered for Greenbelt West. Greenbelt West is 
that area of the city west of Kenilworth Avenue, east of the 
Metrorail tracks and between the Capital Beltway and 
Greenbelt Road. 

The last article two weeks ago described the plans for the 
rebuilding of Springhill Lake by its owner AIMCO. This 
week’s article is about the city’s role in planning and zoning 
and in the review of development plans. 

When it comes to planning and zoning, Greenbelt is the vic- 
tim of a great irony. The original part of Greenbelt is histori- 
cally significant as a model planned community. It is one of 
the first planned communities in our nation. In developing the 
plans for Greenbelt, there is no doubt that the planners were 
not just laying out a town that reflected good urban design, 
they were also seeking to engender a “sense of community,” 
something best defined at the local or community level. It is 
therefore truly ironic that this model planned community has 
never had authority over the planning and zoning of property 
in Greenbelt, as that authority les with a regional body, the 
Maryland-National Capital Park and Planning Commission (M- 
NCPPC). Since the federal government left Greenbelt, the city 
has only had the ability to review and comment on develop- 
ment proposals. While in many instances the city has been 
able to favorably influence the details of development propos- 
als, no municipality except Laurel has authority over the plan- 
ning and zoning of its community in Prince George’s County. 

In spite of this, over the years, the city has become more and 
more successful in defining what development should occur in 
Greenbelt and what should not. For example, more than 30 
years ago, Capital Office Park was planned to be garden apart- 
ments until the city argued that there were already enough in 
the community. Capital Office Park is now the premier office 
park in the county. Twenty years ago, the area of Greenbelt East 
south of Ora Glen Drive was planned and zoned for develop- 
ment of as many as 800 townhouses. The city demanded that 
more single family homes be built, and the area has become a 
very successful mix of single family homes, townhomes and 
office space. Very recently, the county approved a plan for the 
Greenbelt Station that provided for a regional mall larger in 
area than Arundel Mills, more office space than Capital Office 
Park and the Maryland Trade Center combined and housing 
that was too insufficient in number and poorly located to be 
considered part of a transit-oriented development. In spite of 
the city’s opposition to the plan, it was approved. In the 18 
months since the court ruling was issued, the city has negoti- 
ated with the developer and the county, and the plan has been 
significantly modified to reduce the commercial floor area, 1n- 
crease the housing mix, and include design elements which will 
make the development not only transit friendly, but also sen- 
sitive to the environment, the community and our neighboring 
municipalities. 

The city’s success in influencing the design of new develop- 
ments through negotiation and hard work has created a situa- 
tion which can be confusing for residents and property owners. 
Residents expect the city to have the authority to advocate for 
and protect the community’s interests. Developers, on the other 
hand, know they have to meet the requirements of the county 
and M-NCPPC, but they are not always clear on how to deal 
with a city government like Greenbelt. So while residents ex- 
pect the city to be able to be the final authority on develop- 
ment in Greenbelt, the city actually only has the ability to “ne- 
gotiate” for its interests. A developer can decide to ignore 
Greenbelt’s interests and pay attention only to the county’s de- 
mands. Generally this has not occurred; rather, the city coun- 
cil, community and staff have become more expert in defining 
and advocating for the city’s interests. But if and when it has 
happened that a development plan that disregards the interests 
of Greenbelt is approved, the city has continued to call upon 
every option available to make sure that the proposed develop- 
ment is undertaken in a fashion that builds on the strengths 
and character of the city.
